The Lritish Empire, with its pro- 
duction from Malay States, Burma, 
Nigeria, South Africa, Australia and 
Cornwall, already contributes 40 per 
cent. of the world’s output. If On- 
tario’s tin should meet the expecta- 
tions of the prospectors, the British 
Empire might control the market of 
the world. As Sir Robert Horne, 
president of the recent Empire Min- 
ing Conference in Canada, has point- 
ed out, the Empire already has prac- 
tically a monopoly of smelting. “We 
have built up a large tin smelting in- 
dustry capable of treating not only 
Eritish ores but those of Bolivia and 
the Dutch East Indies, so that the
